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FORE-WORDS. 


This  little  book  is  the  result  of  observation  and  experi¬ 
ence,  aided  by  the  advice  and  suggestions  of  teachers  in 
different  sections  of  the  country.  It  aims: — 

1.  To  give  thoroughly  practical  exercises,  and  to 
suggest  as  much  as  it  gives. 

2.  To  do  this  within  such  limua  _ons  as  to  cost  that 
no  teacher  need  hesitate  to  put  the  book  into  the  hands  of 
the  pupils. 

The  words  selected  have  not  been  taken  at  random. 
They  have  been  carefully  collected  and  selected,  not  alone 
by  the  author,  but  by  numerous  teachers  and  superintend¬ 
ents.  By  “common  words”  is  meant  those  ordinarily  met 
in  the  newspapers,  in  magazines,  and  in  general  literature, 
as  well  as  in  text-books  and  in  everyday  life.  The  lists

ORIGINAL  AVORK  IN  WORDS'  AND  IN  LITERARY  CONSTRUCTION. 


EMPHASIZED  CAUTIONS. 


1.  At  all  times  the  pupil  must  be  allowed  the  utmost 
freedom  of  thought,  imagination,  and  interpretation  within 
reason. 

2.  The  lessons  should  not  be  made  burdensome.  Ten 
to  twenty  words  are  suggested.  Five  to  ten  are  frequently 
enough. 

3.  Let  the  teacher  keep  steadily  in  mind  the  fact  that 
the  purpose  of  the  interpretative  and  of  the  constructive 
work  is  to  make  the  words  an  actual  part  of  the  pupils’ 
working  vocabulary. 

4.  The  words'  are  to  be  written  as  wholes,  for  that  is 
the  form  in  which  they  appear  in  books,  in  magazines,  in 
newspapers,  and  in  written  communications.  Syllables 
and  diacritical  marks  are  incidents.  Their  prime  purpose 
is  to  teach  pronunciation.  They  may  be  of  value,  in  con¬ 
nection  with  accent,  in  teaching  discriminations  in  mean¬ 
ing.  They  are  rarely  seen  outside .  of  text-books  and 
schoolrooms. 

5.  Correct  form,  accurate  pronunciation,  definite  mean¬ 
ing,  right  use — these  are  the  ideals,  and  in  the  order  in 
which  they  should  be  taught. 

6.  The  lessons  should  be  reviewed.  When  an  error  in 
spelling  or  in  sentence-making  has  taken  place,  and  been 
corrected,  the  erroneous  form  should  be  so  crossed  out  as 
to  be  no  longer  recognizable.  The  fewer  places  where  the 
pupil  has  been  pulled  out  of  the  ditch,  the  more  creditable 
work  is  he  doing. 
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VALUE  OF  THIS  KIND  OF  WORK. 


The  useful  character  of  such  exercises  as  are  found 
herein  is  at  once  apparent.  There  is  much  need  to  drill 
upon  words  that  most  people  spell  incorrectly.  And  the 
misuse  of  even  the  commonest  words  is  known  to  every 
observant  person. 

Experienced  teachers  in  the  upper  grades,  in  high 
schools,  in  seminaries,  and  in  colleges,  are  painfully  aware 
of  the  lack  of  power  on  the  part  of  their  pupils  either  to 
interpret  or  to  express  thought  correctly.  The  lack  of 
ability  to  discriminate  between  the  shades  of  meaning  of 
words  is  equally  general. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  exercises  suggested  herein  may  be 
found  as  useful  to  other  teachers  as  to  the  author. 

NOTES. 

1.  The  words  are  arranged  alphabetically  at  times  merely  as  a 
convenience  in  finding  a  word,  should  it  be  desired  to  do  so. 

2.  There  is  no  grouping  of  similar  sounds  or  association  of  let¬ 
ters,  for  one  does  not  depend  upon  such  helps  out  of  school. 

3.  The  constructive  exercises  are  merely  suggestive.  Each 
teacher  will  modify  to  meet  his  pupils’  most  urgent  needs. 

4.  Blank  pages  are  left  for  special  words  upon  which  teachers 
may  wish  to  lay  emphasis,  or  which  they  may  collect  out¬ 
side  of  the  lists  given  in  the  book. 

5.  Special  attention  is  called  to  the  value  of  the  exercises 
teaching  accuracy  in  the  use  of  words  by  requiring  pupils  to 
put  them  in  sentences  precisely  as  defined ;  teaching  discrimi¬ 
nation  in  the  meanings  of  words;  teaching  thought  analysis 
and  thought  interpretation  as  leading  to  more  fluent  ex¬ 
pression;  suggesting  practice  in  writing  letter-forms;  and  to 
the  business  and  less  common  abbreviations.

EXERCISES  IN  CONSTRUCTION. 
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10— 15— General  Tests.  Text-Book  Tests. 

The  entire  grade  or  room  is  divided  into  two  sections  by 
lot  or  by  choice  of  captains.  Section  One  selects  twenty 
test  words  from  the  first  one  hundred  words  of  the  preced¬ 
ing  pages.  Section  Two  selects  the  same  number  of  test 
words  from  the  last  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  words  on 
the  same  pages. 

The  lists  of  test  words  are  placed  in  sealed  envelopes  and 
handed  to  the  teacher.  Neither  section  is  to  know  what 
words .  the  other  section  has  selected.  Each  section  pro¬ 
vides  itself  with  writing  paper.  The  teacher  opens  the 
sealed  lists  and  writes  them  in  separate  columns  on  the 
blackboard. 

Each  member  of  Section  One  must  make  as  intelligent 
and  forceful  sentences  as  possible,  using  correctly  the 
twenty  test  words  of  Section  Two.  Each  member  of  Sec¬ 
tion  Two  must  do  the  same  with  the  test  words  of  Section 
One.  The  Section  having  the  fewest  mistakes  or  failures 
is  given  first  honor,  and  holds  it  until  defeated  in  future 
contests. 

2.  The  pupils  may  be  similarly  divided  and  prepare  tests 
from  the  history  lessons  of  the  two  preceding  weeks. 

3.  The  teacher  may,  without  previous  notice ,  dictate 
twenty  words  taken  from  the  history,  the  physiology,  the 
rhetoric,  or  the  geography  lessons  of  the  preceding  week. 

Every  pupil  must  use  these  words  correctly  in  sentences.

1.  The  teacher,  on  five  successive  days,  selects  a  list  of 
twenty  words  from  the  preceding  five  pages.  The  list  is 
written  upon  the  board  each  day.  Each  pupil,  when  called 
upon,  rises  promptly  and  gives  a  definition  of  a  word 
pointed  out.  If  the  definition  is  accepted,  it  is  written  op¬ 
posite  the  word.  The  next  day  every  pupil  must  write 
sentences  using  the  words  in  the  exact  sense  in  which  they 
have  been  defined .  [If  defined  as  a  verb,  the  word  must 
not  be  used  as  a  noun.  If  defined  as  a  noun  in  one  sense, 
the  word  must  not  be  used  as  a  noun  in  a  different  sense. 
There  is  no  better  exercise  than  this  in  training  pupils  to 
exactness  of  expression.]

When 
called  upon,  a  pupil  must  step  to  the  board  and  write  (1) 
one  of  his  ten  words;  (2)  its  synonym;  (3)  a  sentence  con¬ 
taining  the  word ;  (4)  the  same  sentence  with  the  synonym 
substituted  for  the  original  word;  (5)  a  statement  showing 
the  shade  of  difference  in  meaning,  if  any,  between  the  two 
sentences. 

3.  Let  the  teacher  select  twenty  words  that  have  anto¬ 
nyms.  Without  notice  further  than  a  lesson  upon  anto¬ 
nyms  at  some  previous  time,  the  list  is  placed  on  the  board 
and  the  pupils  must  write  sentences  using  the  words,  and 
also  sentences  using  their  antonyms.

[We  give  below  the  rules  proposed  by  a  number  of  scholars 
for  simplifying  English  spelling.  Since  these  are  not  univer¬ 
sally,.  or  even  generally,  accepted  by  scholars,  publishers  or 
the  business  world,  they  are  not  applied  in  this  book.  They 
are  furnished  as  a  matter  of  information.  ] 

THE  TEN  RULES  FOR  THE  AMENDED  SPELLINGS. 

1.  e. — Drop  silent  e  when  fonetically  useless,  writing 

er  for  re ,  as  in  live ,  single ,  eaten ,  rained ,  theatre , 
etc. 

2.  ea. — Drop  a  from  ea  having  the  sound  of  short  e,  as 

in  feather ,  leather ,  etc. 

3.  o. — For  o  having  the  sound  of  u  in  hut ,  write  u  as 

in  above  (abuv),  tongue  (tung),  and  the  like. 

4.  ou. — Drop  o  from  ou  having  the  sound  of  u  in  hut , 

as  in  trouble ,  rough  (ruf),  and  the  like;  for  our 
unaccented  write  or ,  as  in  honour. 

5.  u,  ue.  —Drop  silent  u  after  g  before  a,  and  in  nativ 

English  words,  and  drop  final  ue:  as  in  guard , 
guess ,  catalogue ,  league ,  etc. 

6.  Dubl  consonants  may  be  simplified  when  fonet¬ 
ically  useless:  bail  if  (not  hall ,  etc.),  battle  (batl), 
written  (writn),  traveler ,  etc. 

7.  d. — Change  d  and  ed  final  to  t  when  so  pronounced, 

as  in  looked  (lookt)j  etc.,  unless  the  e  affects  the 
preceding  sound,  as  in  chafed ,  etc. 

8.  gh.  ph.  —  Change  gh  and  pli  to  /  when  so  sounded: 

enough  (enuf),  laughter  (lafter),  etc.  ;  phonetic 
(f  one  tic),  etc. 

9.  s. — Change  s  to  a  when  so  sounded,  especially  in 
distinctive  words  and  in  -ise:  as  in  abuse ,  verb 
(abuze),  advertise  (advertize),  etc. 

t.  — Drop  t  in  tch:  as  in  catch ,  pitch ,  etc.
